toms officers. With a stipend of a hun- 
dred dollars a year or thereabouta and 
a second-hand cutlass and a few yards 
of gold braid as emblems of authority, 
the Philippine rebel would be perfectly 
content.

Kansas City, Mo., Dec. 19.—The year 


1899 is destined to witness the greatest 
renewal of the 
eight-hour 
struggle 


since 1SS6, when the fight for a shorter 
work day culminated in the Haymarket 
riot in Chicago. On May 1 next the 
granite cutters, a compact and power- 
ful organization, will demand a reduc- 
tion of their work day to the standard 
adopted by the American federation' as 
the goal of present endeavor, and they 
will have the united support of the la- 
bor organizations of the country. 


James Duncan, the granite cutters' 


delegate to the American Federation 
of Labor convention, a few days ago 
announced the desire of his union to 
take the lead. The matter was referred 
to the committee on resolutions. It is 
stated that the committee will report 
favorably, and there is little doubt the 
convention will give its hearty approv- 
al. 


The proposition to raise a strike fund 


by increasing the per capita tax has 
not yet come before the convention, 
but the moral support of the federa-.i 
tion in the demands of the granite j 
cutters is unquestioned. The granite 
cutters have forty-six votes in the con- 
vention, which indicates an effective 
strength of about 4,(iOO members.
